THE GERMAN ‘PURPOSE. 

It ie recognized by the authorities 
that the German memorandum Was 
submitted for the direct purpose of 
notifying the President and Congress 
of the United States that the Berlin 
government has no intention of modi- 
fying its anti-armed-merchantmen 
warfare. It was made public that the 
people might know the determination 
of the German authorities and also 
to furnish those who have opposed 
President Wilson's policy with argu- 
ments in order that they may be able 
to keep up their agitation of the 
armed merchantmen question. 

From time to time the State De- 
partment has expressed annovance at 
the way in which the Teutonic diplo- 
mates have attempted to influence the 
administration's policies through a 
press propaganda; and the statement 
is made tonight that this kind of 
diplomacy must stop or one or two 
hich representatives of the central 
powers will be handed their passports, 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that the administration is 
discouraging the continuance of the 
agitation on foreign questions in Con- 
gress. In compliance with the request 
of the President, Senator Stone, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, announced in the Senate today 
that he would not address the Sen- 
ate on the subject of the armed ship 
controversy as he had intended to do 
tomorrow. In the course of the ex- 
planation he made, Mr. Stone re- 
ferred to his visit to the White House 
last night and to the fact that he had 
had a frank talk with the President. 

„„am sure.” he added, “that I will 
not offend if I sav that so far from 
the President desiring to involve this 
country in this disastrous European 
war, his supreme wish is to avoid that 
calamity.” 

Mr. Stone’s act in formally announc- 
ing that he would not speak tomor- 
row is expected to set an example 
which his colleagues in the Senate 
will follow. It is believed that a like 
course will be pursued by the repre- 
sentative men in the House. 

With the administration urging 
Congress to put the lid down, it is 
apparent that it would like the Teu- 
tonic diplomats to do likewise. It Is 
pointed out that the less agitation 
there is the greater the chance for a 
satisfactory settlement. 

Tt is not believed, however, that the 
German policy will be changed, since 
it is to the interest of the central 
powers to keer the dispute alive in 
order to affect the President’s atti- 
ude. 

Under the circumstances, the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Lansing feel they 


would be most unfortunate in view of 
the delicate stage that the relations of 
the United States and Germany and 
Austria-Hungary have reached.

The policy President Wilson in- 
tends to pursue will be along the lines 
he has observed in the past.

TEICH DISCUSSES ARMING 
‘OF MERCHANT SHIPS.

Declares Berlin Never Agreed to 
this Arrangement and Therefore 
Anything the Kaiser U-boats do 
Could not Justly be Termed a Vio- 
lation of International Code.

BERLIN, March 8, (via Sayville.)— 
In an article in the Cologne Gazette, 
Dr. Teich, an authority on interna- 
tional law, discusses the question 
whether the attitude of the German 


government in regard to the treat- 
ment to be accorded armed merchant- 
men involves a change in interna 
tional law during the war. Referring 
to this article, the Overseas News 
Agency says: ‘ 

“Dr. Teich states that international 
law is made valid only by the con- 
sent of civilized nations. Therefore 
the British pretense that the arming 
of merchantmen is sanctioned by in- 
ternational law is wrong, inasmuch as 
Germany never agreed to this. The 
British claim in regard to armed mer- 
chantmen therefore is a one-sided 
deciaration, refusal to recognize which 
does not imply a change of interna- 
tional law. 

“This is proven also by international 
treaties. For example, armed mer- 
chantmen are not mentioned in the 
conventions of The Hague. The con- 
vention of 1907 dealt merely with 
changing merchantmen into men-of- 
war. 

“Dr. Teich refers to the opinions of | 
Scardinavian legal authorities. which 
are opposed to the Britisif contention 
regarding armed merebantmen on the 
ground that it is contrary to the stip- 
ulation of the 1907 convention of The 
Hagte in regard to changing mer- 
chantmen into men-of-war.”

The majority of the Deputies 
belong to the Gioliti party, which, 
Prior to the war, favored neutrality, 
along with certain Germanophiles. 
The government, although dependent 
on the tendencies of this majority, is 
inclined to meet the popular demand 
for Italy's close co-operation with the 
other members of the Quadruple En- 


tente. 
VIEWS OF FERRERO. 


On this subject Guglielmo Ferrero, 
the famous historian, said to me in an 


interview today: 


“Italy is watching with strained 
@hxiety the result 
that the welfare of Italy is inex- 
tricably interwoven with the success 
of France, Britain and Russia. The 
relations between Italy and France 
gince the beginning of the war have 
been cemented into a friendship that 
1 Delieve will be permanent. These 
relations prior to the war were not 
good, owing to the Triple Alliance

Fagg active In the promotion of 
the present revolution and he was 
constantly in touch with leaders in 
China, the Straits- Settlements and 
agents in foreign countries. He un- 
dertook a campaign for money to 
support the revolution through the 
Chinese Republic Association, as its 
head, and conducted a campaign of 
publicity to arouse sympathy in the 
United States for the republic, threat- 
ened by Yuan Shi Kai's impending ac- 
ceasion to the throne.

CLEWS FORGED 
IN SOLID GOLD. 


Alleged Fence for Bandits is 
Arrested; Goods Seized. 


Pretty Wife of Young Assayer 
Refuses to Leave Him. 


Trio Landed in San Francisco 
Make Grave Adntissions. 


As the result of confessions made 
to Chief of Police Snively and Assist- 
ant Chief Home by jailed members of 
the various automobile and hold-up 
gangs rounded up during the recent 
clean-up, city detectives yesterday 
added to their bag an alleged fence 
and three alleged members of a gang 
that have been striking terror to eve- 
ning automebdilists in this vicinity. 
George Pratt, arrested in his offices at 
First and Main streets, admitted buy- 
ing goods which the police say were 
stolen, without reporting it. He said 
he is in bad.“ 

The three alleged bandits, brought 
to this city from San Francisco, where 
they were arrested, practically ad- 
mitted they are wanted here for vari- 
ous crimes, and one of them was ab- 
solutely identified by Mrs. Eva Giber- 
son of No. 3616 Mission road as the 


the point of a gun February 8. 

Clever work on the part of Detec- 
tives Jones, Ingram and Maileu last 
night landed Pratt, who is a chemical 
assayer and who the police’ believe 
was the receiver for many bandits and 
highwaymen. With Pratt, the de- 
tectives located several gold bars, and 
a quantity of gold rings, watch covers, 
watchworks, bracelets and coins. The 
assayer was in the act of melting some 
of this jewelry into other gold bars 
when apprehended, the officers say. 

Although he was detained simply 
for investigation last night, Detec- 
tives Jones, who conducted the arrest, 
declared a charge of felony will be 
lodged against him today. 

WILL NOT LEAVE HIM. 

A pathetic feature of the arrest was 
that of Mrs. Pratt, the youthful and 
pretty wife of the prisoner, who re- 
fused to be separated from her hus- 
band, and at her own request re- 
mained at the City Jail in charge of 
the matron. She declared her husband 


of remaining in jail with him until his 
innocence is proven. 

“If he did wrong, he did so uninten- 
tionally,” Mrs. Pratt stated. “If he 
was guilty, I would quit him in a min- 
ute. But I believe him innocent. I 
would be a fine wife if I didn’t stick 
by him in his time of need.“ 

George Pratt, with his partner, Ben- 
jamin Tatarian, has conducted a4 
chemical assayer’s office on the second 
floor of the building on the northwest 
corner of First and Main streets for 
the past four years. A week ago one 
of the bandits held in fail en- 
deavo „ through his attorney, to 
make Mr. Pratt put up defense money 
for him. But Detective Jones, through 
devious channels, became aware of 
this attempt, and literally beat the 
attorney to it. 

A small boy, armed with a watch, 
two rings, -and a gold bracelet, and 
acting under orders of the detective, 
went to Mr. Pratt, and returped minus 
the jewelry, but with $1 in his 
pockets. Jones then waited to see if 
Mr. Pratt reported these purchases, 
according to law. No report was made 
and yesterday Mr. Pratt was arrested. 
“I know I have been doing wrong,” 
the prisoner stated to Chief Snively. 
“I received all this stuff within the 
last two months. My partner, Mr. 
Tatarian, is in the north and knows 
nothing about these things. I am ina 
bad way.”

Assistant Chief of Police Home and 
Detective Raymond returned 
last night from San Francisco with 
three alleged bandits. The prisoners 
gave the names of Albert D. Martini. 
27 years old; John (Blackie) Kelly, 27 
years old, and James Costa, 20 years 
old. The first two have been identified 
as old residents of San Quentin, and 
Costa, who as yet is unknown to the 
police for old records, was recognized 
by Mrs. Giberson as the man who 
robbed her last month. 

By tracing a shipment of suit cases, 
expressed by one of the men, Chief 
Home and Raymond followed the men 
to Stockton. From there the trail led 
to Sacramento, then to Oakland, and 
finally to San Francisco. In the Bay 
City, aided by Detectives Richard 
and Kalmbach of that city, the Los 
Angéles officers traced the wanted 
men to No. 116 Bennington street, an 
address furnished by the man who 
confessed in the local City Jail. The 
three men were arrested in company 
with four other mysterious charac- 
ters, who are even now being held by 
the San Francisco police for investiga- 
tion. The prisoners returned here last 
night are charged with burglary. This

CAPTURE OPIUM SMOKERS 


Two White Women, Said to be Habi- 
tues of Drug, Found with Young 
Chinese in Den Fitted Up for 
Use of “Hop.” 
Trial Today. 


Two white women, slaves of the 
poppy, were arrested yesterday in a 
room at No. 610% North Los Angeles 
street, as they sat over the opium 
pipes with two Chinamen: The wom- 
en are Mrs. Ethel Ainsworth, 28 
years old, and Mrs. LaBelle Reina 
Clark, 22 years old. With them were 
Chan Wong and Quong Yu, young 

mese. 

The women are slender and 
emaciated, old habitues of the drug, 
according to the police. They gave 
$25 bail each and were released. The 
four were in a room heavily cur- 
tained with but a small alcohol lamp 
to tM!uminate the ceremonies. They 
were using the same pipe, each one 
taking a deep draught and then hand- 
ing it to the next one. 

The two Chinese were held in jail 
by default of $100 bail. A serious 
charge will be placed against them, 
as the police are determined to stop 
the practice of white women asso- 
clating with Chinese in the 
ef opium. 

Both women are known to the po- 
lice’ from their past records, the po- 
lice report, and they may be rear- 
rested if they fail to appear in court 
today to answer the charges. 


ALUE OF EXPORTS . 
NOT MADE PUBLIC. 


Is NOW IN FORCE. 


With the order of the Treasury De- 
partment in force, eliminating the 
matter of exports from the monthly 
Statements of business transacted by 
the Collector of Customs, beginning 
with the month of February, the cur- 
rent synopsis furnishes no informa- 
tion as to the amount or value of ex- 
ports from the port of Los Angeles. 

It is announced that later on, pos- 
sibly within thirty days, the February 
Statement will be furnished from 
Washington, where the figures are sent 


every day. 

It is given out in addition that in a 
short while no statement of imports 
will be made locally, except as they 
come from Washingtoh, so that here- 
after the monthly statements will be 
limited so far as information furnished 
here is concerned to the amount of 
collections in the district, which is not 
So Important as to what Los Angeles 
is doing in the matter of exports and 
imports. 

For the month just closed the col- 
lections amounted to $30,117.17, and 
the balance of imports was $296,408. 
Of the collections Les Angeles paid 
$24,147.05; San Diego $1968.81, Ca- 
lexico $3968.62, and the balance di- 
vided between Tia Juan, Campo and 
Andrade. The imports at Calexico 
led all the ports in the district with 
$171,402, while Los Angeles came sec- 
ond with 102.406. 

The imports by countries shows 
Mexico leading with $216,280, fol- 
lowed in onger by Japan, with $28,- 
704, Hongong, $12,928, and Chile, 
$8841. The imports from the coun- 
tries at war are a negligible quantity, 
England with $6180, being the only 
one to furnish any figures at all. 

Of the total imports $262,830 were 
free of duty and $63,578 were non- 
dutiable. They consisted of manu- 
factured cotton, see hides, fish and 
fish products, rice, trate of soda, 
wheat flour, peanuts, lumber and ei- 
gars. Mexico sent unmanufactured 
cotton, fish, hides and seeds; France, 
cotton cloth, gloves, seeds and brandy; 
Germany, china; Italy, precious stones 
and olive oil; England, unmanu- 
factured mica; Canada, wheat flour.

A comparison of the imports for the 
corresponding month of 1914, before 
the breaking out of the European war, 
indicates the . France 
dropped fram $20,624 to $3019, Ger- 
many from $37,409 to $117, Italy from 
$4288 to $2962, England from $73,- 
535 to $5180, Canada from $17,536 
to $7392, while Austria and Belgium 
disappear from the calculation of 
imports altogether. Mexico alone u- 
creased in imports, the figures for the 
past month amounting to $216,280, as 
against $129,444 for February, 1914.

Telephone Situation Suffers 
from Many Fixers. 


Initiative Ordinance to Buy 
the “Sunset” Planned. 


Use of Slugs in Devices May 
Become Misdemeanor. 
— 


Developments in the local tele 
phone situation came rapidly and 
from several angles yesterday, when 
the City Council, as a committee of 
the whole, considered the proposed 
ordinance to make it a misdemeanor 
to deposit slugs or spurious coins in 
prepayment telephone boxes. 

The question of the proposed pur- 
chase by the city of the Sunset lines 
at the expiration of the company’s 
franchise next fall was brought up by 
representatives of the Federated Im- 
provement Association and it was an- 
nounced that today a special commit- 
tee from the associetion will wait on 
the Council and ask that the commit- 
tee of the whole set next Tuesday for 
discussion of the plan for submitting 
a bond issue proposition to the voters 
of the city at the next election. 

The Improvement Association offi- 
cers say in the meantime they will 
start their campaign for an initiative 
ordinance for the purchase of the Sun- 
set lines, so that in case the Council 
refuses to submit the question without 
an initiative petition, they will be 
ready to proceed immediately. 

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS. 

Other developments yesterday were: 

The City Attorney was instructed to 


prepare an ordinance immediately 
making it a misdemeanor to de- 
posit slugs or spurious coins in 


any prepayment device within the 
city limits; thus including all vending 
machines with the telephones. 

The Public Utilities Board and the 
City Attorney were instructed to col- 
lect data with a view to instituting 
proceedings before the State Railroad 
Commission to bring about an amend- 
ment to the telephone rate regulations, 
which will abolish the compulsory use 
of prepayment telephones in all public 
places. 

The two local telephone companies 
agreed partially and reluctantly to 
join with the city in a request to the 
State Ratlroad Commission for per- 
mission to remove the prepayment 
telephones in the City Hall and the 
Hall of Records, and substitute there- 
for regular telephones connected with 
the local exchanges, to be paid for 
at regular rates by the city and the 
county. 

The removal of the prepayment 
telephones from the public buildings 
was demanded by Councilman Top- 
ham in return for the agreement to 
pass the antislug ordinance.
